If, 
he said, Riel was guilty at that time he 
was still more guilty now when he came 
a citizen of a foreign country to create a 
disturbance from mercenary motives. He 
went into the whole question of the trial 
and the after proceedings to show that 
Itiel was sane and had been pronounced so 
by all the courts. 

Tho debate wos continued over the re- 
cess, the following gentlemen participating 
in it, viz,, Messrs. Ferris, Robillard, Bas- 
kerville, McMahon, Morris, Young, 
French, Baxter, Ermatinger, Clancy, 
Wood and White. Mr. Robillard regret- 
ted that some of his compatriots had been 
led away by wily demagogues to condemn 
the action of the Government and then 
spoke of the attitude of the Gnt press for 
some weeks loudly calling for the blood of 
Riel and denouncing the Government in 
sdvance for being, as they supposed, about 
tuextend clomency to him. Then, when 
his hopes of life seemed to be poor, hold- 
iug him upto public gaze as a martyr 
tor his country and condemning the Goy 
vrninent for what they called judicial mur- 
der. And this conduct, he said, was en- 
slorsed by the supporters of the Ontario 
Government. 

Mr. Young spoke for some time, and was 
dilating on the Prince Albert coloniza- 
tion company having obtained a grant 
from the Government of a whole town- 
ship already settled by half-breeds, 
when he was interrupted Mr. 
Robillard, who said he had seen the 
deed of that company and it contained a 
clause guaranteeing to the settlers the lands 
on which they lived. Mr, Young denied 
chis, and for a moment therg/was a strong 
probability of a scene, but Mr. Young 
smoothed it over by admitting that 
Robillard might think he had seen such a 
clause, but’that he, Mr. Young, was cer- 
tain in, his own mind that no such clause 
existe 

Mr. Wood, in referring to the speech of 
Mr, Young, said that the Minister of Cus- 
roms had emphatically denied that he had 
used any influence orhad any connection 
with the Prince Albert Colonization Com- 
pany. He read an extract from the agree- 
ment made with the colonization companies 
showing that the interests of the half- 
breeds were fully protected. He would vote 
for the amendment of the hon. member for 
Exsex, for it was a true statement. 
(Applause.) While hen. gentlemen op- 
pusile were protesting against discussing 
Dominion matters, they were continually 
accusing the Opposition of being influenc- 
ed by the Dominion Government. The 
facts, which were known through the 
press, of the events connected with the 
rebellion, were sufficientfor the House to 
form an opinion on the subject of the 
amendment. He quoted from the Globe, 
which stated that there wus no moral justi- 
fication for the rebellion, aud to allow the 
rebels to go unwhipt of justice would 
neither be just mor politic. (Applause.) 
He quoted from other Reform orgaus in 
which the Dominion Goveromeut were 
bitterly attacked by their supposed inter- 
vention to prevent the execution of the 
penalties prescribed by their own laws, 
urging that Riel deserved the death pen- 
aity. He believed that in this case the 
verdict of the courts was just and proper.

The 
Dominion Governmenthaving covered larve 
part of the awarded territory with licenses 
to cut the timber, my Government, to pre- 
serve the provincial domain from further 
waste, appliéd for and obtained an injunc- 
tion against some of the licensées and other 
trespasses from further operations in the 
territory. The court granting the injunc- 
tion decided that ii Ontario, asin all the 
older provinces the title to such lands lies 
not in the Dominion Goyernment but in 
the provinces. An appeal from this deci 
sion is still pending. 

A measure will be submitted to you for 
the opening and settling of the lands of the 
Rainy River district, to take effect as soon 
as the claim of the Dominion Government 
has been abandoned or set} at rest by the 
tribunal of last resort, 

I regret that notwithstanding the earnest 
efforts of my Government, no progress has 
been made towards a settlement of accounts 
between Ontario, the Dominion and the 
Province of Quebec, In yiew of this fur- 
thor delay and of the apparent uncertainty 
as to the time when a settlement may be 
arrived at, my Government deem it inad 
visable to any longer postpone paying to 
the municipalities entitled to the interest

The granaries were full 
and the savings banks were full, If the 
| prico of wheat was not so high asin souio 
| other years, it was quito as high as in some 
othor parts of the world and higher than in 
many. If, also, the prices were notso high, 
| ‘thot purchasing «power of wdollar-had)in- 
creased, andhe asked his hearers, as in- 
telligont people, whether every one of 
the necessaries of. life were not lower by 
at least twenty-five per cent. than seven 
yoars ago. (Hear, hear). - A dollar would 
now buy much inore than in 1875, al- 
though it had been said the Conservative 
party would make this a dear country to 
live in, filed with bloated monopolists. 1t 
was a pleasure for him to come forward and 
submit to them an array of facts that would 
tond to show how untruthful os well as how 
unfair had been the statements against the 
good name of the country. (Applause.) 
The hon. gentioman thon drew atteution to 
the growth of the pedplo’s savings. Begin- 
ning with tho Post Otfice, he found that in 
1873 tho savings brauch of that department 
showed # balauce to the credit of deposit- 
3,204,965 ; in three years thereafter 
the amount had shrunk to $2,639,987, and 
in 1878 the amount was still below what it 
had been when the Opposition took office. 
What had been the effect, however, when 
Siy John Macdonald was returned? Year 
by year the sum had risen rapidly, until at 
the end of December last the amount to the 
credit of thé wage earning classes and farm, 
ers of Canada was $16,121,650. (Euthusi- 
astic applause.) Did that look like misery 
and decay? (No, no.) Mr, Wm. Saunders, 
of London, president of the Huron and Exe 
Savings and Loan Company, had told him 
the day previous that there are on deposit 
in the savings bauks of London alone $3,- 
000,000. (Applause.) Hon. Mr, Carling 
had also ascertained what was in other 
banks, and he read a statement showing 
that the deposits in all the banks amount 
to $107,923,773. 
‘That shows an increase in 1885 over 1878 
of $53,468,86. The total deposits by the 
people were :—1868, $32,808,104; 1878, 
966,503,757 ; 1885, $100,671,898. He ask 
ed if there were any strong evidences in 
that statement of poverty and distress and 
national ruin? (Applause) But he had 
other equally strong proof to Jay before 
them of the utter emptiness of the cry he 
had referred to. He was pleased to be 
able to show that since 1878 the people of 
Canada have put into fixed capital the fol- 
lowing : 


Buildings for factories, ..-$ 6,500,000 
Machinery, iron and steel.... 14,860,964 
Farm buildings. . 60,000,000 
Implomenta,... 8,000,000 
City duildingr. . - esses 60,000,000 
Railways, paid up capital stock 197,000,000

Notwithstanding this largo investment in 
fixed capitol, the deposits on call’ in’ the 
chartered bunks have increased over $15,- 
000,000 ; the savings bank dep-sits of the 
country have increased $53,500,000» and 
the friendly societies have funds to the ex- 
tent of five millions, In all, then, the 
country has added during the period 1878- 
84 $340,000,000 to its fixed capital. It has 
ie out 20 million dollars for premiums 
for life insurance and 24 millions tor prem- 
iums for fire, It has paid its way for food; 
clothing, rent, ot¢., and has 15. millions 
more in the banks to meet the daily calls 
of business, and 684 millions more'on de- 
posit, bearing interest in the savings 
banks. (Cheers.) The last consus returns 
showed an incrense of capital invested of 
$87,335,603; an increase in productions of 
$88,050,295, and an increase in the wages 
paid of $18,577,993. Tukea few leading 
articles of export and compare the averaye 
for the five years of rule by our political 
opponents with the seven years of the pre- 
sent Government, and see if it shows that 
trade is going backward, In the shipmeuts

Rules for Getting Along in Slippery Wea- 
ther.

Walking, you see, is the moss importaht 
part of ajpostman’s duty, noxt to: ringing 
door bells so as to bring the girl on the first 
ring. IL can tell you in two minutes how to 
watk ; and if you remember what I say you 
will never fall any moro,

with your feet pretty far apar That is 
one important thing.

injure himself. If after the prisoner has 
been cautioned and his mind impressed with 
the idea that his prior statement cannot be 
used against him he still thinks fit to oon- 
fess the latter confession would be receiy- 
able. In this case Mr. Hyman swears that 
he told the prisoner that the statement he 
had made to him would be used in 
evidence against him, thus destroying the 
slightest chance of using the second con- 
fession, if Mr. Hyman had said to the pris- 
oner the statement you have made to me 
will not be used against you, the secohd 
confession wou!d jprotably have been ad- 
mitted, but Mr. Hyman said the very op- 
posite to the prisoner and thus destroyed 
the efficacy of the seoond confession. 
Neither confession being admissable and 
the Crown offering no other evidence, the 
prisoner is entitled to his discharge.

The mass meeting, while primarily call- 
ed together as a labor demonstration, was 
completely under control of the Socialists, 
a new and dangerous element in a London 
outbreak. There is terrible distress pre- 
vailing at present in the eapital, and the 
political foes of all social order took advan- 
tage of this to further their own ends of 
terrorism. The demonstration was a seri- 
ous one, and to prevent its repetition with 
even more disastrous results the Govern- 
ment will be forced into making at least 
sorpe effort to relieve the trade depression 
existing through the length and breadth of 
the United Kingdom. 

The leaders of the Socialists, especially 
Burns, Hyndeman, Williams and Cham- 
pion, the last named of whom is an ex- 
captain of artillery, will probably be pro- 
secuted.

Murder at Owen Sound, 


A Harmloss Joke ata Man's Appetite Loads 
to a Fatal Quarrel. 


Owen Sounp, Feb. 8.—To-night about 
10 o'clock one of the most horrible crimes 
ever known in the vicinity of Owen Sound 
wasoommitted. A colored man named 
Smoota, about 23 years of age, lost his life 
at the hands of another negro named 
Philip Roy, in the housd of a colored man 
named Johnson.

During the busy holiday season, when 
the editor finds more matter of interest 
daily occurring than he can publish, “Casu- 
ual” deemed it a virtuo to remain silent, 
Sinco, there have been several reasons why 
4 continuation of this ailence was golden. 
Now, by your premission, Mr, Editor, I 
will renew my casuilities, Promising brey- 
ity ot expression and a due regad to your 
Pulssant authority. We have had some 
very cold weather this winter, and trust- 
worthy report shows that the cold waves 
have spread further south than on former 
occasions of similar severity of temperature. 
This fact, and other evidences of ‘ar roache 
ing frigidity, havo revived the discussion 
abouta returning glacial period. Now, 
we havo the alleged infallible authority of 
Goology and Physical Géography that this 
part of our coritinent was, at some remote 
period of the world’s history, covered with 
water, over and through which floated vast 
fields and mountains of ice. As an offset 
to this assertion, wo haye it, on the same 
authority, that there was a time, equally 
as indefinite, when the slenbans and other 
animala now confined to tropic climes, 
roamed the regions within the arctic circle, 
The interesting questions arise, by “what 
means wore these phenominal changes in 
climate and animal life produced? Were 
the position of the earth's axixto the plane 
of its orbit the same then as now? Rea- 
soning from our knowledge of cause and 
effect in physical science, it is difficult for 
us to reconcile present views with the 
theories adduced from pre-historic re- 
cords, But Scientists assure us that 
the stubborn . facts remain, and we 
have the evidence before usin the 
primary and tertiary -atrata of our earth’s 
crust, Jf the time has . been when 
tho sun’s rays fell more obliquely and with 
less force upon this part of North America, 
and when perpetual winter reigned over 
the southern and middle parts of the con- 
tinent, may not such climatic changes re- 
turn 1 To produce them, there must be a 
change in the position of our earthin relation 
to the sun’s influence.’ Of course, we reason 
from physioal aclonce and our knowledge of 
material causé and effect. 

While there have been dates, not very 
remote either, when the cold has been as 
severe and of as long duration as 
now, in temperate regions, it is as 
serted that there is no _ evidence, 
written or traditional, to prove that the 
tropics have been so nearly approached by 
the frigid temperature as during recent 
years. Snow has fallen in New Zealand, 
and a degree of cold has been experienced 
in that insular domain of the ‘Southern 
hemisphere that no living person has-any 
previous recollection of, or has heard of, 
‘These are ominous signs, but they may not 
portend any particolar or remarkuble 
change of climate for the near future. 
Many of us, too, can console ourselves 
with the reflection that we have passed the 
Rubicon of tne allotted time of life, and 
unless the glacial period soon arrives, we 
will escape its horrors.

(From the Manitoban.) 

Mr. George Duck, who has been traye!- 
ling through the North-West investigating 
and settling claims in the interest of the 
Government, has returned to Winnipeg. 
A Manitoban representative saw Mr. Duck 
this morning at the Queen's hotel, and had 
some convergation with him respecting the 
condition of the half-breeds and other 
matters, 

Respecting the half-breeds, Mr. Duck 
said a great deal of falge sympathy had been 
engendered for them, All the settlers in 
the locality were hard up, more orless. The 
crops had been 4 failure for years, In 1884 
the drought ruined them, and iast year the 
rebellion interfered with agricultural opera- 
tions. The result was that all the settlers 
were placed in straitened cirzumstances. 
The French half-breeds were, however, in 
no worse condition as a class than any other 
settlers, True, there were individual cases 
which were pretty hard, but the Govern- 
met had been acting magnanimously in 
relieving want, and besides, the French 
half-breeds nad been greatly assisted by se- 
curing trausport and other work, The 
families of those who had been sent to the 
penitentiary for being concerned in the 
uprising had been during the winter, and 
were sull being supplied with provisions 
sufficient to keep them from want by the 
Government. Distebations of provisions 
were made throuyh the parish priests and 
Mounted Police, The work is supervised by 
a committee. The French parishes were 
better off in the matter of relief than any. 
of the other parishes. All the settlera are 
looking forward with hopesto the spring, 
when they expect the seed grain from the 
Government. Mr, Duck believes this will 
goa long way toappoase the settlers and 
render them contented. 

Those who have friends in the peniten- 
tiary confidently expect that they will be 
released in the spring, as they have re- 
ceived some private information through 
the priests that their sentences will be 
commuted, 

As to Riel,they are thoroughly disgusted 
with him, having discovered that he never 
forwarded their petitions to Ottawa,and that 
his object was to make money out of them. 
They are glad to bave got rid of him. On 
one point they felt pretty, sore, and that is 
that the Government allowed Jackson, an 
English-Canadian concerned in the matter, 
to escape, whilo it caused Riel tu be hanged

The 
building is set into a bank, the second floor 
being level with the land above, and the 
other side being graded (part of the work 
was done gratis by Jay ay to make a con- 
vinent driveway. The site is in a dry 
sandbank, but only a fow feot beyond the 
basement floor of the creamery, runs a 
never-failing brook which has a atoop fall, 
thus affording absolutely perfect drainage, 
an allimportant matter. The buttermilk 
cistern is 80 arranged that it can be flushed 
out into the brook in the most thorough 
manner; thus it can never become a source 
of contamination by foul odors getting back 
into the creamery through the buttermilk 
waste’ pipe. This pipe is 4-inch iron, so 
that its joints cannot be dislocated by 
frost, A never-failing spring about twenty 
rods distant runs into a 4000 gallon cistern 
under the office floor, the water being 
pumped by the engine from the cistern in- 
to the tank on the second floor, from which 
it is drawn into the tompering vats, churn 
sinks, ote. as required, i 
The walls of the building (which is GOx 
24 feet) ana tho partitions are of brick. 
The foundations are twenty inches thick, 
rear wall sixteen inches thick to second 
story, the other walls twelve inches thick. 
Inside there is no plastering to absorb 
steam, odors, etc., but the brick work is 
simply thoroughly whitewashed. A portion 
of the second story can be furnished off for 
4 tenement if desired. The ‘floor of the 
basement or first story cotisists of bricks 
on edge firmly preased into the dry sand, 
then thoroughly cemented, and finished off 
with a generous coating of Portland cement.

There ore forty-six stockholders and 
twenty-nine patrons, with 150 cows, an in 
crease from 100, with which the creamery 
started Sept. 1, 1880. Only throe persons 
connected with the creamery receive regu- 
lar pay ; the butter maker, $65 per month; 
cream gatherer, who furnishes his own 
team, $2.50 per day; and the seocre/ary 
and treasurer, who for the nominal aum of 
86.26 por month keeps all the books, and 
is an interested and efficient general assiat- 
ant. Tho expense of the management in 
marketing butter, etc,, has been only $38 
in the four months. Of course, with the 
opening of new routes and an increase to 
400 cows or more, these figures will be in 
creased, buf ay show how closely a start 
can be made. The expense per pound is 
relatively large now that only 100 pounds 
a day are made, but this will be reduced 
the more butter is made; at Amherst, Wap- 
ping, Oanton and other creameries that 
average to turn out from 71,500 to 3,000 
pounds of butter per week, 4} to five 
cents per pound, oreven leas, pays every 
item of expense, At Amhorat the business 
of 1885 was done for 4.41 cents per pound. 

_ WATPING CREAMPRY, 

at Wapping, Ct., eight miles from Hart- 
ford, has had another year of remarkable 
succdss. It is cooperative, This creamery 
was started in the spring of 1883, has a 
capital of $35,000, a model factory, with 
the Cooley outfit and other supplies from 
tho Vermont ‘Farms Machine Company, 
Bollows Falls, Vt., pays its buttermaker 
$75 a month, and gives hima helper be- 
sides, and pays the superintendent $300 a 
yoart for doing the business, It has paid 
three per cent, semi-annual dividends on 
its stock from the beginning, and its net 
returns to its patrons have not been ex- 
celled by any other factory in New England. 
All farmers within its radius send it their 
cream, and not a single patron of the seven- 
ty-five has uttered a word of complaint or 
dissatisfaction during the year; they cer- 
tainly have had no cause to, Several perma- 
nent improvementahave beonmade and paid 
for out of the earnings without materially 
affecting the patrons’ returns. The largest 
patron gots $100 to $126 per month for his 
cream, the smallest $10. Payments are 
made regularly tho first of each month, 
There has never been any delay in pay 
ment, 

During 1885 quite a number of new ap- 
plicanta for butter have been refused, be- 
cause the supply was none tov large for the 
regular customers, who have taken the 
ontire product from the very atart at the 
highest prices. The prosent customers 
have been retained without » break from 
the beginning,and not a dullar of bad debta 
has been lost during tho past year, The 
three cream gatherers get $2.50 per day 
and furnish their own toam. Wapping 
has to pay one-half cent per pound for 
having its butter delivered to the express 
office or Hartford customors, and its bill 
for expresssge (no butter is freighted) 
averages nearly 3100 per month. Some 
creamerios are so situated an to materially 
reduce these itoma. Patrons sell most of 
their akim milk for one cont per quart to 
Hartford peddlers; in summer some is sold 
atsoven-oighths of a cent por quart, Butter 
milk is mostly sold at seven-eighths of acent 
por gallon —less than somo crvameries got. 
All the oream is well ripened before churn- 
ing and the butter is thoroughly worked 
twice, making a firm product of unusual 
exoullonce. Absolute cleanliness in in- 
sisted upon from the stable until the 
butter is marketed. No poor butter is 
mado, Tho Wapping’s business for the 
year onded Deo.

‘The creamery at Southington, Ct., re- 
ceives whole milk from its patrons twice a 
day in summer and once daily in winter. 
The report of the last year's business is as 
follows, and though not quite as fayorable 
as the cream-gathering factories, it makes a 
good showing and speaks well for Superin- 
tendent Andrew's management ;

Mr, Andrews also states that tho gross 
receipts for butter, skim-milk, buttermik, 
etc., were $10,730.17, and the oxpenses 
wore $1764.27. The net receipts were thus 
$8,965.90. Dividing this by the 326,970 
quarts of milk received, gives 2.74 cous 
por quart asthe average price of whole 
milk dolivered by the farmers at the factory 
for the year. Contrast this with the aver- 
age return of 2.76 cents per quart of whole 
milk at Wapping, for the cream alone taken 
at the farmer's door, leaving the skim milk 
to feed or sell, for which it is worth one

A Big Thing for the Canadian Pacific. 


The cable gives us an important piece of 
news ~the confirmation of what has been 
talked of for some months past, On, Tuca- 
day, at the farewell meeting . with. the 
agents-general of the coloniea,Col. Stanley, 
secretary of state for the colonies, stated 
that his col! es before going out of. of- 
fice bad on xeeord their decision to 
use the Canadian Pacific railway as the 
meads of communication between England 
and the Eust. 

A special to the Globe supplies further 
confirmation from Washington : 

Ex-Governor Perkins, of . California, a 
principal owner of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Co., has arrived at Washington from 
Montreal/‘whero-he had «conference with 
Sir) George, Stephen,, President) of the 
Canadian Pucific. Mr. Perkins was in- 
formed by Sir George that the English 
Government intended to subsidize a line of 
steamships from /Vancouver, they western 
terminus of the Canadiay Pacific, to China 
and Japan. establishing such'a line of 
steaniers, the English Government would 
have more direet and quicker com- 
munication with the Orient than by way 
of Saez, and) in case of war in the east 
could transport troops across the Atlantic, 
over the Canadian Pacific, and by this 
Proposed line to China. Gov.) Perkins 
thinks the new line of vessels will divert a 
large portion of the tea shipments, which 
iow go east by way of San Francisco and 
Chicago, to the Canadian Pacific. Sir 
George informed him that the rates on tea 
would be put so low that shippers would 
prefer the Canadian Pucific to any Ameri- 
can transcontmentel line.” 

This result avfficiently accounts for Sir 
Jobu’s recent trip to England, and amply 
justifies it, too, ‘The trath is that the um- 
portance of the Intercolonial railway and 
the Uanadian Pucific to imperial interosta 
ought to have been acknowledged and act- 
ed upon long ago. It ought to have been 
clear enough to British statesmen from the 
beginning, but —better late than never.—

The widow auditive obildren were resoued 
by the hook and ladder company, The people 
are wild with excitement, 

It is estimated that the damage done will 
amount to upwards of 8100 000, The water-mark 
is now filtoen inchew higher.than it was last 
night, and mang additi-nal buildings have been 
vacated. The ice, of which ummense quantities 
fill the river, has raised one bridge =x inche 
and ia within two feet of another, It 14 feared 
both will go, A numberof buildings sre dam

The Belleville correspondent of the 
Globe was almost equally oxtravagant in 
statung that in the vicinity of the City Hall 
the water is five feet deep; that the guests 
in the Queen's Hotel were unable to leave 
theirrogms, the high water preventing 
egress from the building; that business 
was almost entirely suspended in the city ; 
that thousands of people came in from the 
country to view the sight ; that the water 
wiarising all day ;and that ‘the water is 
«radually backing up over the entire city.” 
The five feet of water story has already 
been dealt with, The Queen's Hotel was 
not cutoff, if at all, for more than a yery 
short time, as the proprietor, with com- 
mondable energy, had a temporary side- 
watk Jaid as quickly as the work could be 
done, a 
“Business was not generally’ or oven 
partially suspended, except in the over- 
tlowed district,as many hundreds of farmers 
came to town to trade on the market and in 
the stores, 
The water ceased rising about noon, and 
when the despatch was sent it Not, nor 
can it by any possibility back up *‘over the 
éntire city.” 
Such exaggerations ate to be regretted, 
as they cannot but have «bad effeot on the 
trade of the city, which has surely suffered 
enough. 
Whilst there is, seemingly, but little 
hope of the river's resuming its ‘natural 
outlet before the advent of spring, there is 
good ground for believing that, by increas- 
ing the width of the side channels and 
keeping them open, no further- damming 
back of the waters to any serious. extent 
will take place,

RESIDENTS ON COLEMAN STREET MOVING 


Mild Weather the only Hope for Reltef | 


A Phenominal Feature of the Flood. { 


(Friday's Daily.) | 
Tt has been noted by many that the water | 
| inthe river, with unvarying regularity, | 
risos and falls with the rising and actting of 
the sun. Last night the water fell fully 
half a foot, but at an early hour this morn- 
ing bean to rise and continued crooping 
steadily upward until at nino o'clock it had 
passed tho highest point reached the day 
before, and still continued to creep grad- | 
ually upwards, 

Many incidents of intense suffering 
through the long and tedious hours of last 
night are told this morning. One case 
will illustrate them all. Mrs, Bishop,who 
lives on Front street south of the Market 
Square, and cken out an existence by 
washing, passed tho night walking about 
the house to keep from freesing. She had 
no fire and but scanty clothing, the ther- | 
momotor registering 224° iaiaee zero, | 
Her house was surrounded by water, which 
prevented her seeking shelter from her 
more well to do neighbors, — — 

At ll o'clock this morning Front St-eot 
was flooded to the north side of the market 
square and the water was spreading over 
part of the square south of the City build- 
ing. Inthe Ontario office tho water was 
steering over the floor in the counting 
room, the job room having been abandon- 
ed. Tho lower floor of the InreLLicencen 
building was about one foot above tho wa- 
‘ter. As a precaution the atock of paper and 
other damageable goods was raised and 
the place prepared for the invader. Every 
building south of the Queen’s Hotel has 
water over the ground floor, Atthe Com- 
mercial House the water was but three 
inches from the window sill. The wood 
yards lowor down were flooded, and could 
not be entered. Many will be inconyen- 
ienced by this, as the poorer people of the 
city consume soft wood altogeter, and rely 
upon these wood yards for a suppiy. 

On the west side the wator is much worse 
than last night, On Coleman street from 
Fox's terrace south the people were moving 
out, the roadway being under water from 
twoto three feet. Everett street, the 
second street from the river, was also over- 
flowed but only one house was flooded. In 
some places people were in puch haste to 
inove out that they piled their household 
effects in the street before sending for a 
carter to move them away. Hundreds of

MORE FAMILIES DROWNED OUT OF THEIR

Other 
Places of business south were as good as 
closed, as they were inaccessible because of 
the depth of the water, On Pinnacle Street 
from the market school south, on the same 
side of the street, the houses were 
flooded and families were moving out. 
Downey & Preston were storing grain 
inthe old Grand Junction building when 
the water was on the sidewalk in front. As 
the floor is raised the stores are about 3 
feet above the water line, Mr. Chas. Wil- 
kins had to move his daughter, who is ill,to 
more comfortable quarters,as the water was 
up to his door step. Water wasin Mr, Geo, 
D. Dickson's yard a foot deep, al 
about the residence of Mr. J. F. Way, 
The grocery on the corner of Pinnacle and 
Dundas Streets is abandoned, the water 
being a foot deep on the floor, From Dun- 
das Street south to Pinnacle Street, is a 
flowing river, the houses being flooded out, 
The water reaches half waytoChurch Street 
The state of the flood is worse between 
Dundas and Wharf Streets than it is below 
Wharf Street. 

In West Belleville the water has reached 
much higher ground, Jas, Harold had to 
carry his family out one by one last night 
when the water entered his house on West 
Bridge Street. Nearly all tho houses be- 
tween St. James Street and the bridge are 
flooded, Tho first. house west-of Everett 
Street, occupied by Mr, John Coon’ is 
flooded, also those cast to the Bridge. The 
houses on Everett and Coleman Street, as 
far north from Bridge Street_as James 
Street, are surrounded and some of them 
flooded. On Coleman Street the water ex- 
tends further north. 

To crosa tho river by means of the foot 
bridge one must have some qualifications 
for tight rope performances. One of the 
most humorous spectacles of the day was 
ex-Alderman Pope walking the slippery 
edge of a plank using a ptick of cord wood 
for a balancing pole, while a crowd stood 
on dry land and shouted, ‘Look out, 
man foll off there only a minute ago.’ 

A channel was cutin the ice on Front 
Street to the upper ferry slip, in the hope 
of making an outlet for the water but it 
did not haye the desired effect. At 11 
o'clock the water was at ita highest but 
had fallon an inch and a half at 1:30 p, m.

An effort is mace to cast dotbt upon the

West as early as 1879, The statement of 
Crowfoot and of the Mail's correspondent 
is nevertholess correct. At least Mr. 
Blako himself has gone to the trouble to 
produce evidence in proof of fit. In his 
speech in justification.of ¢Howtlteak, -de- 
livorsd In the Commons on July 6, tho 
hon. gentleman declared that on April 3, 
1880, Mr. Orde, of the North-West in- 
dian superintendency, wrote to the Indian 
Departinent that Louis Riel had been en- 
deavoring to cause the Indians and half- 
breeds to rise, with a view to making 
assault ‘ostensibly to recover pont 
but ‘the may have some other evil designs, 
and I think it well to let you know.’’ 

Riel was therefore promotiug difficulties 

about the time mentionedg by’ Crowfoot, 
This, it will be observed, was just after 
the reform Government had left office. lt 
will not be said that Riel, though doing 
precisely what he subsequently did in 1885, 
was moved by any alleged neglect of the 
present Government to deal with the haif- 
breeds, for that Government, having just 
assumed office, had not had the opportunity 
to settle the question. Nor would it be fair 
to charge without suflicient evidence that 
the attempt to arouse the Indians ** osten- 
aibly” for the purpose of reclaiming some 
lodian ponies, but with some other evil 
design, is attributable to any action of the

Butit 
is well to call to mind, what many people 
do not know, that the attempt to cause the 
Indians to rise in 1879 and the rebellion of 
1886 were not the only outbreaks projected 
by Riel or his agents in the North-West, 
since the Manitoba affair. ‘dn 1875 “Riel 
*as out ofthe Country, but tis iutluence 
was great with the men whon’ ten years 
later he led into trouble. A} the earlier 
date, 1875, the North-West tlen being un- 
der the heneficient sway of Riform  states- 
men, an oucbreak occurred at St. Laurent, 
the very place at which the rebellion of 
1885 broke out. Muajor-Gen.Selby Sinyth, 
who was at Winnipeg at the time, was hur- 
riedly sent with Tieut. Col, Freneli and a 
small force of Mounted Police Fort 
Qurlton, Arrived there it was=k 
that Gabriel Dumount had established a 
provisional Government, of which he haa 
assumed tho Presidency. His purpose 
was declared to be the preservation of the 
North-West for hunting purposes. Find 
ing thata force wasin the territory, and 
that there was nothing for it but to fight or 
submit, Dumont sent emimaries to the 
Major-General, and offered jo abdicate his 
presidential functions and t disband his 
government, provided he and his compan- 
lons were pardoned.

Shocking Railway Collision, 


‘Tho Montreal Train Kan Loto Ne; 
ausing the Death of One Manand Injary 
to Many Persons. 


Boston, Feb. 13.—At 6.45 o'clock last 
evening, the Lowell express on the Boston 
& Lowell Railway, leaving this city at 6.15 
p-m., collided at North Woburn Junction, 
about fourteen miles from here, with the 
Montreal express, which was due in Boston 
at 6 265 p.m., and was ten minutes late, 
A tramp riding on the forward platform 
of the Montreal beggage car had his 
eye cut off and died without giving his 
name, Engineer Hammond, of the Lowell 
train, was seriously injured interhally. 
Fireman Dudley, of the same train, had 
his left leg fractured and was cut in the 
thizh, lost the fingers of his right hand, 
and was injured, probably fatally, intern- 
ally. Dr. Nelson,of Lancaster Bank fame, 
was injured, and Dr, Tourjees, his son in- 
Jaw, had his right leg cut off, He has 
heen taken to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital. The baggage master of the 
Montreal Express was pinned against the 
hot stove in the baggage car and was badly 
burned. A dozen passengers wore more or 
less injured.

Mutiny 

Details ofthe Trouu.. at Edmonton and 
Fort daskatobowan, 

The Winnipog Sun yives the following 
details of the mutiny of the Mounted Pu- 
lice at Edmouton aud Fort Saskatchewan. 

EpMontox, N. W. 'T., February 
Ou Thursday evening of last week six ,jun- 
lor privates of G. Division, Northi-Weat 
Mounted Poles, Edmonton, were recom- 
mended for promotion to acting corporals 
by the sergeant-wajor. Several of them 
Were personally obuoxious to the men, and 
besides the latter claimed that promotion 
should have been made on account of ren- 
ivrity and merk, and prepared to kick 
against theiz appointment, Before haying 
been read out in orders one of the 
proposed corporala was placed in 
charge of the guard, who refused to do duty 
under him. ‘Une guard was changed anu 
refused again. The corporal was then 
changed and the guard mounted int the 


morning. The bugle was hidden and stable 
duty wag performed in a very insubordinate 
manner, A messenger waa also sent to Fort 


Saskatchewan to get the detachment there 
to take part in the kick. During the fore- 
noon the men began to think of what they 
were doig, and made representations to 
Supt. Griesback: in» command, which led 
hum to cancel the obnoxious recommenda- 
tions, the men promising to return to duty 

Towards evening, however, the bulk of tLe 
Fort Saskatchewan detachwent, some teu 
or twelve men, arrived, having taken G 
ernment teains to come up with, leaving 
eight men aud the inspector at Fort Sas: 
kutchowan, ‘Their armval complicated mat- 
ers, us they had committed a yery serious 
vilence in seizing Government teams, while 
tie Edimonwn men who-had induced theu 
t Come were in honor bowad to stand by 
thein, which they did. The Port Saskatche- 
wan mien had a grievauoe against one ol 
“ete corporals, an’ old mariue,. which 
Superintendent Griesbach promised to hear 
vu Mouday., On Saturday a detachment 


was eent trou KEumonton to replace the 
wien who came trom Fort Saskatchewan, 
aud on ther arrival there they found two 
of the nen, who had remained, drupk aud 
beyond the control of the inspector, The 
two Were arrested, one having his nose 
broken in the affray, but were shortly af- 
terwards’ released. What happened at 
Edinonton between Saturday mourning ave 
Tuesday noon is not known, but the men 
sertaiuly Were ineubuidinate, and made 
threats against their officer, although noth 
ing very serious occurred. On Tuesday, 
Superintendent Griesbach, after having 
found that he had about 25 men upon 
whom he could depend, determinedtomuke 
arrests, In the afternoon he sent about 30, 
including a large proportion of the bad 
characters, out riding unarmed under thy 
sergeant-major. While they were away he 
arrested five of the other bad characters 
who remained,secured their apms and arm- 
ing his loyal men, awaited the return v1 
the riding party, They were brought inw 
the square of the fort and disuiounted in 
line. The loyal mien were then marched 
trom @ buildivg and fell along- the front, 
The superintendent asked if all were load- 
ed with ball cartridges, - Being answered 
‘Yes,’ he addressed the riding party, ex- 
planing his actions, and ordering the ar 
Be of two of them, Thay geared 
out tance, and ere-berg 
Pritt ee BAW area the they. would obvy 
their officers.

Oni 
Wednesday afternvon nine of the prisoners 
were tried before Superintendent Griesbach 
and sentenced to terms of imprisonment 
ranging from one year to three mouths, 
with # fine of a month’s pay in each case.

A DOSE oF sR CHINE EDs A PROTRACT- 


MEDICAL SKILL 10 THE RESCUL, 


The Statement of the Would-be Suloide. 


Last Thursday shortly after 7 o'clock, as 
Mr. Edwin Hailiwell was leaying bis room 
on the upper floor of the Windsor Hotel on 
Bridge Street West, his attention was ar- 
rested by yroans coming from bed room No, 
16, ocoupied by Wm L. Foxton. He en 
tered aud found the young man atretched 
Upon the bed, evidently suffering mtense 
agony. Mr. Halliwell enquired if there 
Was anythiny he could do, but was auswer- 
ed in the negative. A bottle of brandy 
stood near, from which about one-bulf a 
wine pint ofthe liquor had been taken, 
As it was known that the young man had 
taken the bottle to his room fuil at about 
6 p.m., it wos supposed that he had taken 
too much and was suffering from the effects, 
After sitting by the side of the young man 
for some time, Mr. Halliwell heard him 
muttering, and understood him to say that 
he would be dead in the moruing: When 
told there was no danger of that, he re- 
plied. 

“Yes there is, for I have taken poison,” 

“Where did you get it?” Lge 

“From a paper that is on the window.” 

A small bottle was found on the window 
bearing L: W. Yeomans & Co's, label, and 
marked "Strychnine,” 

Dr, Farley was immediately summoned 
and éalled ‘to his assistance Drs. Gibson 
and Marphy, who applied a stomach pump 
andsoon relieved Foxtouof the contents ut 
his stomach. 

There is nothing new in the circumstances 
which led to the attempt at self deatruc- 
tion, which are best told by Foxton himself, 
He stated to an INTELLIGENCER reportor at 
noon to-day that for the past five years he 
had been working the farm of Mr. Frank 
Graham, in the 9th concession of Thurlow, 
He said, My people live inthe 2ud con.

Singular Fataticy, 
Death Caused by the Prick of Needle. 


One of those singular circumstances 
which have ever the tondency to ine a 
belief in the doctride of fataliain, urrod 
in the Township of Dunwich, Klan Co., 
on Tuesday morning. Mrs. Maryaret Me 
Millan, wife of Donald McMillan, afarmer, 
accidentally thrust s needle into the hollow 
of her Jeft hand about ten days syo. The 
pain atthe instant was quite severe, but 
she thought nothing of it, and as it did not 
bleed she continued her usual work until 
Friday last, although the wound continued 
to give her some trouble. On Sunday morn- 
ing the pain became almost unbearable, 
blood poisoning having act in, and after 
suffering until Tuesday morning, sho died, 
The case is almost without # parallel. A 
pin point, it has often been said, may cause 
death, and this circumstance would seem 
to substantiate the assertion. 


Before and Aftor, 


In tho history of journalism in this 
country the course or rather courses, taken 
by the Globeand the Grit organs on the 
Riel question is without a parallel as re 
gards contradictory varieties.

held by the bivhost court in the Empire. 
To-day the audaciousand unblushing To- 
Tonto sheet which a fow months ago threat- 
ened vernmont if Riel were not ex- 
eouted, now attacks the indepesdent news- 

pers of the country as “sneaking Tory 

journals,” who have daily ‘served up cuts 
and steaks and joints of Riel,”” whilo Con- 
servative. journals which have taken 
a consistent course throughout aro subject- 
ed to the time-serving and mendacious or- 
gan’s choicest Billingsgate. Never was 
journalism so disgracefully prostituted as it 
iy been in the case of Mr. Blake's organs’ 
treatment of the Riel question. Their ac- 
tion affords further evidence of the depths 
of degradation to which they are prepared 
to go in their efforts to make capital for 
their unpopular and unfortunate party.— 


British Forces in Ireland, 


In view of the fact that there were rumors 
of settling the home rule question by 
armed force, an outline of the numerical 
strength of the British forces, ** regulars,” 
in Ireland, may be of interest. The troops 
in Ireland are commanded by his serene 
highness, Prince Edward. of Saxe - Weimar, 


K. CO. B., and are in three diwricts. In 
the Belfast command, Major-goneral 
L, FE. Knight, there are 3,500 


officers and men, with 400 horses, 
constituting seven troops of cavalry, about 
270 artillery, three battalions and three 
depots of infautry and a proportion of 
departmental troops. In the Dublin dis- 
trict, commanded by Major General Lord 
Clarina, there are about 13,000 men, with 
2.100 horses and thirty-six field guns. 
These form threo regiments of cavalry, 
oight batteries of artillery, two companies 
of engineers, thirteen battalions and three 
depots of infantry, three companies of ‘the 
commissariat and transport corps and about 
180 of the medical stadt cor 3. “In the Cork 
district, Major-General G, Young com- 
manding, there are two regiments of cavalry, 
seven batteries aud one depot of artillery, 
two companies of engineers, nine battalions 
and two depots of infantry anda few de- 
partmental troops, mcluding about 8,700 
officers and mon, with 1,050 horses and 
twenty four field guns. This calculation 
does not include the Royel Irish constabul- 
ary and blue jackets and marines who 
could be landed on the coast. Roughly 
estimated there are about 30,000 available 
British troops at,present in Ireland, with a

A Modern Soa Fight, 


What Would Likely be the Aesult of a 
Battle Between Ironclads. 


People often wonder what would be the 
result of a great naval battle at the present 
time. Would the loss of life be great? 
Let us try to describe, shortly, a few of the 
probable features of a fight between two 
fleets of modern ironclads. Althouge two 
hostile fleets might approach one another 
in some tactical formation, this coula not 
be adhered to for any length of time, and 
the battle would soon become a series 
of independent duels between individual 
ships. This is at once apparent when we 
consider that most, if not all, of the ships 
would have rams, and it would, therefore, 
be highly necessary for a captain to have 
perfeet contro] over the movements of his 
ship, to prevent her being rammed by an 
enemy. At the outset of the action the 
torpedo boats would probably take a yery 
active part, and, untal oxterminated, which 
they certainly would be in time, would 
engage great attention, and be effective in 
sinking a few ships. It may be safely con- 
cluded that every ship would be steaming 
fast during the action, this being necessary 
to avoid being rammed, to get into favor- 
able positions for discharging torpedoes, 
and to elude the fire of an enemy, Heavy 
gun fire would, of course, be maintuined 
from the commencement of the action, and 
those ships whose engines had been disabled 
from this cause would spodily bo rammed , 
and at thie point we consider that great Joss 
of life would take place, for the reason that 
the boata of the ship, being olways vxposed 
so the machine gun fire, woold atan early 
stago of the action be mddled and shattered 
with shot, and in the incredibly short tive 
in which a abip sinks after boing rammed, 
it would be impossible for the crew to im- 
proviso other means to save thomselves 
| from drowning. No steps seom yot to have 
| beom taken by our Admiralty with a view 
of providing for this contingoney. It has 
been suggested that a hospital ship bearing 
the Genova cross should accompany a fleet 
into action to receive the wounded. We 
| would mako a further sug namely, 
that this ship should be provided with vast 
ateaming boats, peculiarly marked to show 
thoir pacific nature, which should proceed 
to the assistance of a sinking ship By this

More About Sorub Stook. 


A rea throogh almost any portion of the 
Dominion should convince the adyocate of 
breeding such very undesirable stock of 
his mistake. There is a surerabundance of 
scrubs. The raw material is very plenti 
ful: turn whichever way you will they are 
to bo found : visit farms upon which noth- 
ing but tho choicest stock is kept, and on 
the adjoining farms you will fine scrubs in 

lenty. There they are, just the same 

autiful (?) class of animals that were to 
be seen, bred, fed and fattenod by the 
original settlers on the soil. There is no 
improyement, notwithstanding that they 
haye been inbred and fed for ages; there 
they are, ae scrubs, and scrubs they will 
remain till the end of time, unless graded 
up by the introduction of a better clasa of 
bulls, It seems scarcely credituble that 
the sorvice of really first-class animals for 
this purpose are to be had almost at the 
very doors of the breeders of inferior atock, 
yet, either from apathy or a disinclination 
to pays moderate sum for the use of a 
good bull, they continue in the same old 
rut, The prices charged for the services 
of a first-class animal are, taking all things 
into consideration, very low, rarely more 
than $3, yet because cows oan be sent to 
some sorub bull for fifty cents, the cow will 
be sent to the latter, "Bat we only keep 
a few cows for milking, that’s all we want 
them for,” exclaims a believer in scrubs, 
“My cows give as much milk as pure-bred 
ones would; wa don'traise the calves, at 
least’not many, and why should we pay as 
much for the use of a bull as we ovuld only 
get frem the butcher for the calif?” The 
fact is overlooked that the reason of the 
butcher paying such extremely low prices 
for some calves is because they are of such 
inferior quality. Many first-class butchers 
will not look at such atock. A good bred 
calf, given the same food as'the scrub, will 
in the same time be worth double the mo- 
ney. Then, again, perhaps the cow is a 
good milker and a favorite, and drops a 
heifer calf. On the strength of its mother's 
reputation itYs decided to raise that éalf, 
overlooking the fact that the tendency of 
all stock is to follow the male and not the 
female.

would, in a very few years, be so excoed 
ingly rare as only to be found together with 
the fossil advocate of such a state of things 
in some nide show, as relics of a bygone age

hould command the attention of agriculcu- 
ral societies and farmera' institutes, Ifthe 
different societies would purchase good

Great Gathering of Socialists in Hyde 
Park. 


The Poli¢d Again Loso Their Heads and 
Charge Upon the Crowd as it is Quietly 
and Orderly Disporsing. 


Lonpox, Feb. 20,—To-day the Socialists 
marched from all parts of London and 
massed 50,000 strong in Hyde Park. The 
leaders arrived at the reformer's tree at 3 
p. m. in wagonettes. Mounted police 
patrolled the entrances to the 

k and strong reserves were held 
in readiness for any emergency. During 
the meeting 2,000 roughs of threatening 
appearance gathered on Great Stanhope 
street, but they were vigorously charged 
and dispersed by the police. Speeches 
were made from three platforms, Hynd- 
man, Williams and Champion spoke in 
their usual strain, but without using violent 
language, although earnestly domanding 
social revolution in the positions of capital 
and labor. 

When the meeting was ended the crowd 
moved in an orderly manner to the exit at 
Hyde Park corner, Then, without warn- 
ing, bodies of mounted police made a furi- 
ous rush into the crowd, especially in 
the vicinity of the leaders’ wagonettes, 
Many blows were dealt and the police 
wore hooted. The temper of the crowd 
was rising, but in response to the appeals 
of the speakers they behayed admirably. 

A large soction of the crowd escorted the 
wagonottes to Victoria street. Tho police 
continued their attempts to disperse the 
socialists and by the time Westminster was 


roachod the crowds had been scattered and 
quiet prevailed in tho stroots. 

In the moloo with tho police several poo 
ple wore knocked down and slightly injur 
ed, Some stones wore thrown by mon i 
tho crowd and several shop windows wore 
brokon in Wostminster bridge road.

\ To the half-broeds large grants of land 
Wero mado, but they wore,generally spoak- 
ing, asior to deal with at the 
beginning as they had been  civiliz- 
ed by the missionary clergy of tho 
Roman Catholic Church, whose devoted 
labors amongst the Motis and the Indians 
have been of incalculable benofit. 

Tho différent Governments of Canada 
have not duly done what they agreed to do 
for the Indians, but very much more. The 
savages, who have no idea of frugality, 
economy, or provision for the future, have 
at times consumed-or wasted a six months! 
allowance of provisiofta in three or four 
days ; havo killed and eaten the oxen sgnt 
to thom for the purpose of working thoir 
land ; haye spent their treaty money in a 
manner wholly unprofitable, and would 
have starved to death had not the-Govern- 
mont came to their relief. In spite 6f all, 
however, and of the labérs of a most noble 
band of Obristian missiodaries— Protestant 
and Catholic, whites and Indians—school 
teachers and farm instructors, the best 

ssible results have not been achieved. 

‘here have, as was inevitable, been dis- 
honest and incompetent officials, contra- 
band whiskey Sy unprincipled white 
men who excited cise nate amongst 
the Indians in order that they might protit 
by it, and whites who have been guilty of 
immoralities which are a disgrace to civiliz- 
ed men, In these immoralities, wo regret 
tosay, the Indian men have in some 
localities become so utterly sunk in degrada- 
tion, as to concur and even to encourage 
them. 

Itis for the Government to .deal with 
these matters, and perhaps to introduce 
some improvements in or alterations. of 
the existing system of education. Tho 
United States, whose citizens are guilty of 
having forced upon’ Cantada a premature 
ditioulty with the aboriginal population of 
our North-West by their wholesale slaugh- 
ter of the buffalo, caused the same difficulty 
to their own Government two or three ybars 
in advance of its occurrence in Canada, It 
is, therefore, to some extent a compensa- 
tion to the Dominion for the losses that 
sho has suffered and the difficulties which 
she has had to encounter through the acts 
of our neighbors, that we are in a ition 
to utilize the result of their experienceo— 
in the Indians—an experience which has 
cost them thousands of lives and many mil- 
lions of dollars. 

From their military system wo hayo 
nothing to learn, except to avoidit. Our 
own police system is very far superior, Our 
authorities can, however, study the results 
of their educational system with profit, 
and in the present Minister of the Interior 
we have a man who will no doubt do so 
carefully and utilize his conelusions to the 
benefit of all concerned. 

A good deal of valuable information on 
this subject 1s contained in the fourth an 
nual report of the Indian School Commis- 
sioner of the United States, of which the 
Now York Sun presenta an excellent suin- 
mary. From this summary, from which we 

uote largely, it appears that the United 
States have four classes of Indian schools, 
namely, day schools, boarding schools on 
reservations, boarding schools not on reser- 
vations, and training schools, The .day 
schools, again, are of three kinds, Gov- 
ernment day schools are establis'sed and 
maintained by the Government, and their 
teachers appointed in theory by the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, but actually by 
the Indian agents. Contract day schools 
are established by religious organizations 
by permission of the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. The teachers are appointed by the 
religious organizations, which pay all ex- 
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sion reservation boarding schools, oatablish 
ed and maintained by religious organiza- 
tions. Six mission boarding schools had 
an average atten 99,04, and coat

bill providing *‘for the care, support, and 
elevation of Indian pupils at industrial, ag- 
ricultural, mechanical, or other schools, at 
a rate not to exceed $167 for each pupil.” 
panienresDe are also sent under contract. 
to boarding schools maintained by religious 
organizations and not on reservations, 

Governmont training schools, and what 
Mr. Oborly calls semi-Governmont training 
schools,are the fourth kind of Indian schools 
—the former established and maintained 
by the Government, To tho latter, which 
are maintained by educational or religious 
organizations,the Govornment appropriates 
# cortain sum per capita for the education 
ofa certain number of Indian pupils, The 
well known Hampton Normal and Agri- 
oultural {natitute in Viginiaand the Lin- 
coln Institution in Philadelphia are ‘‘ semi- 
Government training schools.” Thore aro 
five other training schools,of which the one 
at Carlisle, with an average attendance of 
475, is most important. Ihe averago at- 
tendance at the seven Indian training 
schools was 1,425, and the cost to the Gov- 
ernment $273,054.04. 

The total Indian school population at 
tho end of the last fiscal yoar waa roported 
as 35,272, but Mr. Oborly thinks it is at 
least 40,000. The total avorage. attond- 
ance was 8,143.17, or just about one-fifth 
of the school population, if Mr. Oberly’s 
estimate is correct. It is evident that 
there is not much:-hope of civilizing ane 
educating tho next generation of Indians 
only one-fifth, at the most, of them have 
been sent to school, Mr. Oberly suggests 
that attendance at the Jndian schools should 
be made compulsory. 

The Government paid $887,276.02 for 
the education of 8,143.17 (average) pupils, 
or $109.08 per capita, 

Upon which the Sun ve rtinently 
remarks; ‘‘It cost a good ealiimare to 
educate an Indian child than a white child.’, 

We have nodoubt that the above facts 
will be noted with interest by our readers 
and that thoy will receive the attentive and 
careful consideration of the Government, 
whose duties and responsibilities are, as we 
have shown, of a moat difficult and respon- 
sible character. 

Time, pationce, and the best endeavors 
of the Government and their officials, of the 
Christian missionaries, and of the secular 
educators and farm instructors, will be re- 
quired before the difficulties which now 
exist can be overcome and the Indians civ- 
ilized, and they and the half-breeds rer- 
dered content with their new conditions of 
life. 
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LICENSE FEES. 

The revenue from license fees having 
been diminished by the Scott Act from 
$211,000 in 1884 to $162,335 in 1885, the 
Privincial Government propose to raise a 
revenue of $200,000 during the present 
year by increasing very largely the amount 
of the license fee. The followin 
shows the amounts payable under the stat- 
ute, under the act of 1884and the ecale of 
fees nuw proposed :

Hoe is taught the rudiments of the 
books,varied, perhaps, by fragmentary les- 
sons in the ‘good manners’ of the superior 
race to which his teacher belongs. He re- 
turns at the close of his day school to eat 
and play and sleep aiter the savage fashion 
of his race. In the hours spent in school he 
has not acquired a distaste for the camp 
fire, nora longing for the food, the home 
life, or the ordinary avocations of the white 
man.”

The North- 
West Council has apparently informed it- 
self that at this particular time the Domin- 
ion is very anxious to do justice to the 
North-West : that the Government will not 
dare to refuse anything that is asked for, 
and that therefore it is the Council's cue to 
want the whole earth. 

But the white settlers in thé Northwest 
need not imagine that the fate of the Metis 
has put the Dominion in a mood to grant 
everything that is wanted by themselves,

William of Orange I think I would rather 
call him, because, though as an English- 
man Llook with pride upon his name on 
the glorious roll of our kings, ho was an 
European hero, the deliverer of all Europe. 
His memory is truly glorious, pious and 
immortal. Glorious because it connects 
itself with the most august traditions of our 
history ; pious because it connects itself 
with our highest religious interests ; im- 
mortal because yntil gratitude for great 
deliverance fades but of tho hearts of all 
Protestants and all Englishmen William's 
memory can neyer die. (Applause.) The 
wreath on the brow of the ordinary war- 
rior or conqueror fades in time, But his 
life was devoted, not to mere conquest or 
victory, but to a great cause. That cause 
William has left to us, perhaps to bo 
defended under different forms and cir- 
cumstances in our own day.

Swassom, the Governor of the colony on 
Oldtown Island,twelve miles above Bangor. 
Gov. Swassom dropped dead theother night, 
and the tribe is left without a head until a 
new election can be held. 

These Tarratines are intermixed with the 
French Oanadians toa great extent, and 
are pretty well civilized, but for all that 
they are aapidly dying out, as are the Pas- 
samaquoddys, and the day is not far dis- 
tant when it will be pessible to. count 
Maine's red men on the fingers. In view of 
this the Maine Historical Society has tak- 
en measures for the preservation of Indian 
relics, village sites, ounds, shell heaps, 
ete. The Tarratines, or Penobscots, as they 
ure commonly called, live by river driving, 
afaint attempt at farming, and by the 
manufacture of canoos, snow shows, fancy 
baskets, etc. No white man can make 4 
canve like the Penobscot Indian ; neither 
can any other Indian fashion the birch so 
gracefully. Their snowshoes are so good 
that recently an order for 100 pairs w 
received fromthe far West. The fancy 
baskets go everywhere, us do the pretty 
bows and arrows and birch-bark bric-a- 
brac, the like of which is not made any- 
where else. ‘The old men and aquaws and 
the children make these wares, and the sales 
now amount te about $12,000 a year. 

The State Government pays the Tar- 
ratines an annuity of about $8,000 a year, 
and this, with the basket money and what 
the young men earn’ river driving and 
huuting, supports the $90 suryivors of this

The Gaspe Fishermen, 


Dr, Fortin, M. P. 


Explains the Sitaation— 
Eight Thi 


and Destitute People. 


Hon. Dr. Fortin, M.P. for Gaspe, was in 
the city to day, and in conversation with a 
Star reporter gave some interesting par- 
ticulars regarding that part of the constitu- 
ency in which destitution at present exists, 
owing to the failure of the firmof Robin & 
Sons and Le Boutillier Brothers, Dr, 
Fortin stated that Le Boutilliers had one 
large fishery establishment in Bonaventure 
County, while the Robins had establish- 
ments at Perce, Cape Cove, L’Anse-au 
Beau Fils,Grand River, Pabos,and Newport. 
Tho number of people immediately affected 
by the collapse is 8,000 out of a total popula- 
tion in the county of 25,000. Without the 
population of the Magdelan Islands the 
population is 20,000, so that more than a 
third of the population of the peninsula of 
Gaspe is suffering. In order to effect an 
equitable distribution of relief, local com- 
mittees have beeen established in each of 
the places mentioned, and a general com- 
mittee, acting in connection with the local 
ones, has beon established at Pgrce. 
Mr, Joseph X.. Layoie, the Protho- 
notary, is President of this committee, 
and Mr, James M. Remon, secretary, and 
the doctor advises any one wishing to con- 
tribute to the relief of these unfortunates 
to communicate with either of these gentle- 
men. The cause of such painful destitu- 
tion is the advance system, which for over 
140 years has been in vogue in Gaspe in 
common with all other fishing communi- 
ties. From the close of a fishing season in 
the autumn until the opening of a succeed- 
ing one in the spring, the fisher folks live 
solely on the advances made by the fish- 
ery firms and the suspension of the firms 
putting further advances out of the ques- 
tion, the fisher folks find themselyes un- 
able to earn money and with no one to 
sue them necessaries on trust. The assis' 
ance so far given Dr, Fortin deems quite 
inadequate to the pressing needs of the 
people, The people he regards as excep- 
tionally industrious and law abiding, and 
considers that they have reason to be proud 
of the fact that while in Gaspe there are 18 
priests, 5 Anglican clergymen and 100 
schools there is in the county only one tay- 
ern and two shops licenséd to sell liquor. 
As the fisheries to not open until May, Dr. 
Fortin expects that the afflicted people will 
be subjects for charity until then ‘and 
strongly urges the charitably disposed to 
assist them. The doctor also states that 
the people of Gaspe are very grateful for 
what relief has already been afforded them. 
—Montreal Star, Feb. 17. 


Dead Cities of Ceylon. 


The extent and beauty of the architec- 
tual remains of great ruined cities in the 
interior of Ceylon are known to but few. 
There are many of them, and they are full 
of archwologic and artistic interest. The 
city of Anuradhapura, to instance only one 
of them, is in its way as wonderful as Pom- 
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wooded hills of the interior of the island, 
and whichever way the eye is cast there 
are ruins, wonderfully beautiful ruins of 
shrines, dagobas, payillions, wihares and 
groups of tall monolithic pillars carved 
from base to capital with a wondrous 
wealth of Orientalimagery. For miles tho 
forest is strewn with these majestic monu- 
ments of a long-since. perished glory. So 
vast are some of these great’ brick-work 
buildings that it is reckoned that the mate- 
rial of one dagoba, of the several at An- 
uradhapura, would be suflicient to build a 
wall more than ninety miles long, twelve 
feot high and two feet thick, The onormous 
artificial tanks, too, of this city might 
almost be included among the wonders, of 
tho world,so vast are the great bunds (dams) 
that confine the waters, and so marvellous 
their construction.
